DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 10, 12-22, 24, 25, and 27-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose or suggest "wherein an output of the adjustable time-delay element is directly 
connected to an input of the phase comparator," or "wherein the adjustable time-delay element 
delays only one of the motor voltage and the motor current, and provides the delayed one of the 
motor voltage and the motor current to the input of the phase comparator," or "wherein the 
adjustable time-delay element includes a binary counter whose output is provided to the input of 
the phase comparator" in combination with the remaining claim elements of claims 10, 24, and 
25 respectively. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
